In that hard-hitting period there 
was one theme and one mood. 
Now there isn’t. In his speeches 
the Democratic nominee is using 
a scatter-gun technique, hitting 
out at three or four targets. This 
tends to blur them all. Even 
friendly observers see that he is 
more nervous, that his hands are 
more in movement, and that he 
is weary. 


There are various reasons for 
this. 


One, of course, is the congres- 
sional campaign. Kennedy gave it 
all he had and failed. His friends 
say it was not so much his failure 
as that of the party. It was South- 
ern Democrats -who disemboweled 
the Kennedy legislative program. 


It is, of course, early. The cam- 
paign is just beginning. There will 
be changes ahead. But presently 
the choice of Lyndon Johnson, 
which looked like a stroke of pure 
genius at Los Angeles, has not 
paid off. The South has not rallied. 
Indeed, the South deserted in the 
Capitol and is not responding well 
at the local, state levels. 


In Texas 


Even Texas, the state so en- 
celebrated by Sen. 


léss than a warm embrace. Many 
Texans are angry because Sen. 
Johnson, after so firm a refusal, 
accepted second place on the 
ticket. Without question, there will 
be an undetermined number of 
Texas voters who will cast a bal- 
lot for Sen. Johnson, and one for 
Lodge and Nixon in the presiden- 
tial bracket. Lyndon Johnson is 
rather sure to remain Senator 
Johnson. But there are Texans 
who want no part of him as vice 
president. It is a queer state of 
affairs. But the net of it is that 
Texas is a real battleground. Nix- 
on is believed ahead as of this 
present moment. 


A spot check across the coun- 
try reveals that while the reli- 
gious issue is everywhere a fac- 
tor, Kennedy’s seeming youth and 
relative inexperience are as fre- 
quently mentioned. There are 
those who say that this excuse is 
one used by those who don’t hon- 
estly want to admit their religious 
prejudice. But this is an over- 
simplification. There are but three 
years’ difference in the ages of 
the two contestants. But some- 
how, Nixon gives the impression 
of being much older. Certainly 
this contrast is a very real force. 


Debates Ahead 


The great debates are ahead. 
It is quite possible they will de- 
termine the election in that those 
who are undecided will likely 
reach a conclusion by the time 
the two have finished their tele- 
vision dialogues. 


As of now, the Nixon campaign 
seems to have a bit of an edge, 
but none in his office is in any 
sense over-confident. They know 
very well the hard facts of life.

Damage in the Savannah and 
Brunswick area was limited to 
crippled power lines, broken tree 
limbs and an occasional smashed 
sign. 


The eye of the hurricane never 
got closer than 80 miles to the 
Georgia coast, but that was close 
enough to whip the beach areas 
with drenching rains and winds 


of gale force.

State’s Industrial Future 
Demands All-Out Effort 


Dramatic progress in Georgia’s indus- 
trialization is reflected in a new analysis 
by the U.S. Department of Commerce’s 
Atlanta field’ office. 

Between 1950 and 1959 Georgia added 
6,898 industrial and commercial firms, 
the fifth largest increase in the nation. 
That brought the total number of such 
firms in the state to 53,483 which is 16th 
from the top in the United States. 
Moreover, the seven-state Southeast- 
ern region which includes Georgia led all 
areas of the country in industrialization 
during the past decade. 

The bringing of a better balance be- 
tween agriculture and industry in Geor- 
gia has brought many a headache but 
nevertheless is working for the best. Our 
economy has shown marked improvement 
and the potential is there for greater 
strides forward. 

But let us guard against complacency. 
Competition between states for industry 
has become keener than ever. It will take 
vision, imagination and the best use of 
all available tools for Georgia to enhance, 
or perhaps to maintain, its position in the 
industrial sunshine. : 
Therefore it is encouraging to note 
that Georgia Chamber of Commerce.lead- 
ers this fall plan to bring into the state a 
number of industrial giants from the East 
and Midwest to see the many opportuni- 
ties offered for the location of new plants 
in Georgia. 

This is an example of the action nec- 
essary for the state to make the most of 
the many assets it has for further eco- 
nomic growth.

Florida Meets the ’60s 
With New Jr. Colleges 


On almost anybody’s list of the 10 
most pressing problems of the 1960s, 
higher education would find a place.

Are Georgia Citizens 
Yet Immune to Shock? 


Scandals involving the State Pur- 
chasing Department during the Griffin 
administration have become so numerous 
as to be routine. 

The newest one revealed yesterday by 
the Criminal Division of the State Law 
Department headed by Robert C. Hall 
was as shocking and startling, however, 
as any of the others. It involves William 
C. Massee, formerly assistant supervisor 
of purchases for the state, once more. 
This time the charges also include his 
brother, Robert C. Massee. 

Briefly, the criminal division charges 
that companies with which Robert C. 
Massee had business relationships sold 
approximately $130,000 worth of mer- 
chandise to the state during the period 
that William C. Massee was assistant su- 
pervisor of purchases. It alleges existence 
of dummy companies to do business with 
the state, forged bids and other abuses. 
It charges payments in the amount of 
$14,000 were made to William C. Massee 
by his brother during the period. 

These charges, like others, are up to 
the courts for action. Mr. Hall cites at 
least five Georgia code sections involv- 
ing felonies which might apply. 

The sordid tale of graft and corruption 
in the Griffin administration is a long 
one. As it continues to unfold, the av- 
erage citizen must wonder indeed how 
it could have existed and just how great 
were the wrongdoings. He is entitled to 
full satisfaction in the courts and guar- 
antees of no repetition.

Polaris-Carrying Subs 
Strengthen U.S. Muscles 


Old Navy men, especially those who 
were in destroyers, will gasp at the news 
the Navy soon will launch the first of 
the Polaris-carrying submarines of the 
Lafayette class—425 feet long and 7,000 
tons in weight. (The four-stacker de- 
stroyers of the first world war were about 
225 feet.) 

This will bring the Polaris-sub fleet 
to a total of 14. Georgians will be in- 
terested to know that number 13 has 
been sea-tested and soon will be offi- 
cially turned over to the Navy for op- 
eration. 

It’s name? The Robert E. Lee. 

The Lafayette class is larger. The 
Navy goal is 45 operational Polaris subs, 
with others in reserve. Each will carry 
16 Polaris missiles. These presently have 
a range of about 1,500 miles, With this 
range they can, from some ocean, hit 
almost any site in Russia. 

The Navy has a powerful argument 
and it becomes stronger with each Polaris 
sub launched, Missiles can be hidden 
underground. They can be placed on 
railroad cars. But the hidden sites will 
draw heavy fire. Railroad lines can be 
restricted by hits on tracks and tunnels. 

But the submarine, with unlimited 
underwater range, and in movement, can- 
not be hit so easily. The same is true of 
carriers from which missile - carrying 


bombers, or missiles themselves, can be 


launched. A swift carrier is not an easy 
target for a missile.

To Act Justly Is 
Base of Religion 


When I am asked what religion means, I 
most frequently think of a person and of an 
ancient scriptural testimony. That Person is _ 
Jesus Christ who in the embodiment of human flesh proclaimed in 


His life and in His teachings an authorative revelation of God. 


The scriptural verse is from 
the prophet, Micah. This verse, 
more than anything else he 
wrote and perhaps more than 
any other witness in the entire 
Old Testament, speaks for me 
the fundamental essentials of 
the religious life. The verse, 
found in Micah 6:8, reads, “He 
hath showed thee, O man, what 
is good; and what doth the Lord 
require of thee, but to do justly, 
and to love mercy, and to walk 
humbly with thy God?” 

“To do justly” is to do that 
which is consistent with the 
mind and will of God, in so far 
as God’s mind is made known 
through prophet, priest and poet 
and according to the example 
and work of our Lord Jesus. 
It is to do that which God in- 
spires in us and that which God 
expects of us. 

“To do justly” is a require- 
ment, binding upon all. Obe- 
dience is not only solicitude; it 
is mandatory. As God is just in 
His dealings with us, so we must 
be just toward other men. 


From this verse and many oth- 
ers like it has come our funda- 
mental concept of justice, ex- 
pressed, in our laws and our 
codes of social behavior. Justice 


is not an abstract virtue, but a 
living relationship between men. 

In his pungent way, Carl 
Sandburg once said, “I won't 
take my religion from any 
man who never works except 
with his mouth.” Justice isn’t 
something to talk about. It is 
something we must, first of all, 
believe in, and then something 
which motivates us to just ac- 
tions. 


And I am not thinking only of 
justice as it should be practiced 
on national and international 
levels. I am thinking particu- 
larly of that justice which 
brings harmony and a well-or- 
dered character to our homes 
wherein parents provide for the 
individual rights and integrity 
of each other and offer their 
children examples of just rela- 
tionships. 

Furthermore, I am thinking of 
the ways we express justice on 
the neighborhood and commu- 
nity levels where Micah’s re- 
quirement makes it needful that 
we respect and encourage those 
who differ from us according 
to race and creed, social and 
economic status, or manner of 
work and living.

Gen. Pershing’s Career Spanned 
Indian Fighting and World War 


For years I have corrected my children automatically, if absent-mindedly, 
when they refer to the northern spot where Peachtree street and West Peach- 


tree merge as “Persian Point.”’ It is, I have pointed out times without number, 


not Persian but Pershing—Per-SHING! And sometimes I add for their general information that Mr. 
Pershing was a man, not a country. He was, in fact, commander-in-chief of the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces in World War I. ‘“‘Yes’m,”’ they say politely. “But at Persian Point... .” 


And most of the time I have 
let it slide because what can 
you do with that tight-lipped 
fellow, Gen. John J. Pershing? 
Robert E. Lee and Stonewall 
Jackson, sure. Nathan Bedford 
Forrest, by all means. Gen. 
Sherman had more color. But 
Pershing? Even I, who read 
“The Red Cross Girls With 


Pershing to Victory” back in 
the °20s never had any real 
clear picturé of this World War 
I géheral as a heroic figure. 
Now I find that I and prob- 


ably the rest of my genera- 
tion have been underestimat- 
ing Gen. Pershing. Tomorrow, 
Sept. 13, will be the 100th an- 
niversary of his birth. 

He -was born in the Civil War 
border state of Missouri dur- 
ing the bitter days of the war 
and he lived until 1948, a ca- 
reer that spanned the days of 
Indian fighting on the Western 
frontier to commanding Ameri- 
can forces on the Western 
Front in World War I, to blue- 


printing the future growth of 
the Army of today. 

Even men who served under 
him, according to A. A. Hoeh- 
ing, an editor with Army Times 
Publishing Co., who was proj- 
ect editor of a forthcoming bi- 
ography on Gen. Pershing, 
sometimes regarded him as “‘a 
machine wearing four Silver 
stars, a heartless robot which, 
once wound up, would clank on 
and on and on... .” 


What that stern-visaged old 
man didn’t get across to them 
was that he loved his men so 
much that he once said, “‘Wheh 
the last bugle sounds I want to 
stand up with my soldiers.” He 
is buried in the midst of them 
in Arlington National Ceme- 
tery—the only ranking officer 
whose grave is marked with 
a regulation private’s head- 
stone. 

I was impressed that he 
turned down the Medal of 
Honor and that his greatest 
displays of anger were directed 
at incompetence at base hospi- 
tals in France. Until he died,

Part of The Present Sheriff's Record 


(Reprint of Editorial from North DeKalb Record, August 25, 1960) 


One of the most significant races in the Primary elec- 
tion for DeKalb County September 14 will be that for the 
office of sheriff. It is a position that deserves and de- 
mands the best qualified person, and a person of absolute 
honesty and integrity. 

The North DeKalb Record endorses for DeKalb County 
Sheriff Alton Langley, a life-long resident of DeKalb who 
has devoted his time and energy through the years to the 
betterment of the county. 

Mr. Langley has made one particular promise which we 
feel is significant; in fact, we believe that this one state- 
ment alone should give the office to Mr. Langley because 
it has heen made in complete sincerity, and we know that 
Alton Langley will live up to this promise: “I promise 
you, if elected, I will devote my full time to the Sheriff's 
Office, and the County Jail, and that I will not use the 
office for any personal gains or accept any monies other 
than salary.” 

Certainly it is common knowledge that the present 
Sheriff has not devoted his full time to his office with the 
County and it is also apparent that he has profited per- 


. sonally and to a very large degree from his official posi- 


tion. 

We do not feel that it is our place to rehash the case 

of Curtis M. Sheppard, for the courts have decided in 
favor of the incumbent Sheriff in that case. However. 
in the trial of the case it was perfectly plain that the 
present Sheriff took advontage of a weak and incompetent 
man to take over for some $10,000 or less a piece of 
peer which was appraised by one of the savings and 
oan associations of DeKalb County as being worth some 
$29,000 or three times what the Sheriff paid for it. From 
a legal and technical standpoint this may have been right 
and justified, but certainly on moral and ethical grounds 
it cannot be. 

The same thing is true in the disposition of the auto- 
mobile tag monies which were appropriated by the present 
Sheriff during 1957 and 1958. incumbent personally 
took and kept $16,044 in late tag fees during 1957, 1958 
Kalb County filed suit 
against the Sheriff (Superior Court Suit 24718) to regain 
this money, but on the slight technicality that the Sheriff 
was acting for the state of Georgia rather than for DeKalb 
County the court allowed him‘to keep that $16,000-plus 
and none of that money has been returned to the county. 


Above Politics And Profit 


Most officials and citizens of DeKalb feel that even 
though the present Sheriff was again legally within his 
rights in personally appropriating this $16,000-plus, cer- 
tainly he should feel morally indebted to the county to 
return it. Particularly in view of the fact that a 1956 Act 
of the Georgia General Assembly requires that all fees and 
emoluments of county officials be remitted to the county. 
This Act was passed at the very same time that the Gen- 
eral Assembly raised the salary of the DeKalb County 
Sheriff to $9,500. 


But even that salary, plus.the very lucrative tag fees 
which were received, was not sufficient for DeKalb’s pres- 
ent Sheriff and so he insisted that the DeKalb County 
delegation in the Legislature go back in 1958 and raise 
his salary once more to $11,000 per year. At the time 
the DeKalb legislators were pushing through the General 
Assembly this additional raise for the Sheriff, they had 
no idea that he was personally taking and keeping all of 
the late tag fees at that very same time. When they dis- 
covered this fact they requested the County attorney to 
file suit for the return of the $16,000-plus, but as has 
already heen stated above, that suit was futile as it was 
decided on a technicality in favor of the Sheriff. 


Not only did the Sheriff take and keep this $16,044 that 
many feel morally, if not legally, belongs to DeKalb 
County, but he actually charged the county $1,070 for 


doing it. The county was paying a special deputy $10 


a day for 55 days during 1957 and for 52 days during 
1958 specifically to handle the collecton of the tag monies 
that went into the Sheriff's pocket. So DeKalb County 


Elect Alton Langley--An Honest Man | =:

Games, the modern world’s great- 
est sports festival, closed Sunday 
with a moving, tradition-filled 
ceremony that stirred a massive 
crowd of 100,000 to mighty cheers.

Need To 
Take Stoek 


NEW. YORK ‘WNS)—Oldsters 
who can’t find jobs may in 
some measure have themselves 
to blame. 


Perhaps they are resisting 
new ideas. Perhaps they are 
seeking work for which they 
are not fitted. 


Instead of blaming their lack 
of success on age discrimina- 
tion alone, they should first ex- 
amine their own attitudes. 


Harold W. Williams of Penn- 
sylvania’s Advisory Board on 
Problems of Older Workers, said 
recently, “Attitudes of employ- 
ers aren't a major roadblock 
against older workers.” 


He told a discussion group at 
the University of Michigan that 
such individual factors as lack 
of skills for a particular job, or 
having an inflexible attitude to- 
wards new kinds of work, often 
hamper jeb placement for the 
oldster.

A widow of 55 found it neces- 
sary to work and decided she 
would like to be in an office. 
She applied to various compa- 
nies, but had no specific office 
skills to offer. She couldn’t type 
or run any_ business. machine.

Inside Fairhaven, the institu- 
tion lives up to its name. 

It's not all peaceful and 
quiet, but there is an aura of 
love and care about the place. 


PICTURE PUZZLE 


In one small classroom, a 
homey room formerly a bed- 
room, a small group of happy, 
well cared-for mongoloid chil- 
dren were patiently and care- 
fully working on the simplest 
of picture puzzles one morning 
this week. 

After some minutes of hard 
concentration, one little girl 
found exactly the right spot for 
a large circular piece. The 
beam on her face was a close- 
at-hand reward for learning. 


A little boy, as yet not toilet 
trained, was led gently, but 
firmly to the nearby bathroom 
by a patient and smiling assist- 
ant teacher. 

One little girl, who had busied 
herself “accidentally” dropping 
puzzle pieces on the floor for 
some time for the teacher to 
pick up, was told firmly, ‘Now, 
this time, you must pick those 
up yourself.”

small, with the quiet children 
separated from the overactive 
children. The children are also 


grouped according to learning 
ability, age level and physical 
ability. 


Children with visual or hear- 
ing defects from brain damage 
are in classes separate from the 
others. 


A teacher's aide cares for the 
classroom activities as the 
teacher works individually with 
the children. 


NO WORRY 


In this school, there is no 
worry about learning advanced 
science or algebra. Rather, 
learning to tie a shoe is an 
accomplishment; buttoning but- 
tons is a thrill, and the ability 
to eat neatly is a social dis- 
tinction that merits pride. 


While there is an abundance 
of love and affection shown the 
students at Fairhaven, there is 
also discipline when necessary, 
but it is discipline with under- 
standing, not anger. 


Fairhaven school is, most of 
all, a place of smiles—-but there 
are plenty of tears sprinkled 
in. In their first months at the 
school, some children present 
problems with tears and tan- 


trums, expressing a “lost” feel- 
ing they can’t communicate in 
words. 


START OVER 

“Working with these children, 
you can't just go by established 
concepts or attitudes,” Center 
explained. “You might as well 
throw away the rule book and 
start over, deciding that all you 
know is that each child is an 
individual with an individual 
problem.” 

At Fairhaven, there is no un- 
happiness or sorrow at mental 
retardation, there is only smil- 
ing and love. 

The small accomplishments 
that afte big ones for a re- 


tarded child are appreciated as 
big accomplishments. 


For its founders, 
Atlantans who give for its sup- 
port, Fairhaven itself is a big 
accomplishment.

Kennedy Draws First Chance 


On ‘Person, Nixon Due Next

NEW YORK — The 
race for television time 
between the Democratic 
and Republican presiden- 
.tial nominees is off to a 
flying start with both 
candidates scheduled for 
several appearances. 


The Columbia Broadcasting 
System will star Senator John 
F. Kennedy in the season pre- 
miere of Person to Person on 
Thursday, Sept. 29, at 10 p.m. 
Michael Dann, vice president of 
CBS-TV programming, said that 
“there is every indication” Vice 
President Nixon will be paid a 
similar visit after he leaves the 
hospital, where he is being 
treated for a knee ailment. 


AT HOME 

The Democratic nominee will 
be seen at his home in George- 
town, a Washington suburb. 
The entire program will be de- 


voted to him, the fifth time in | 


its seven-year history that the 
show has departed from its 


usual policy of making two vis- 
its each half-hour. The inter- 
view will be taped next Sunday. 


Another CBS series, Presiden- 
tial Countdown, will feature pro- 
files of the two candidates on 
the first two programs of a 
nine-part show. 


A similar series on National 
Broadcasting Co. television will 
devote four shows to the lead- 
ing candidates: One each to 
Kennedy and Nixon, as well as 
one apiece for Senater Lyndon 
B. Johnson and Henry Cabot 
Lodge, the vice presidential as- 
pirants. 


Despite the acceptance of 


these invitations, the candidates 
are apparently avoiding satura- 
tion exposure. And the broad- 
casters, although not required 
to do so, are striving to keep 
airtime more or less equal for 
the major contenders. 


In this respect, it was learned 
that Kennedy and Nixon had 
been asked to appear on Captain 
Kangaroo, a children’s TV show 
seen mornings on CBS. The ob- 
ject was to have them give a 
sort of civics lesson; explaining 
voting rather than dealing with 
campaign issues. Kennedy was 
said to have accepted the offer.
